“We did everything, In our power 
to ‘achieve a solution which would 
be acceptable to us and to the Czech 
people, We were willing ta devrive 
ourselves of many things to which we 
had a legitimate right, in order to 
come to on understanding with the 
Czechs, All of our endeavours were 
in .vain, :

“So far, it has been possible only 
td split little bits off the uranium 
atom by bombarding It with neu- 
trons,” | explained _ Dr. Cockroft. 
“Now it scems that you can split it 
into much bigger chunks.” 

The New York Correspondent 
states that a huge piece of opparatus 
welghing 75 tons was used ‘to split 
the uranium atom. 

The Columbia professors found 
they had released two atomic “cun- 
non bails" engh containing the tre- 
mendous energy of. one hundred 
million electron volts. The re- 
markable point was the low energy 
needed to produce such fantastle re- 
sults. Earlier experiments In Berlin 
were carried out by Professor Otto 
Hahn, of Berlin, and Dr. L. Meltner, 
a woman physicist who is working 
In Sweden now. because she was cx

head at its anchorage during the 
back swing, Further, the Icft side 
ts nllowed to glve way, a condition 
not surprising since too much of. the 
welght of the body Is shifted to the 
right leg. 

In these circumstances, there Js 

not sufficient tlme to get it back and 
build up a firmly braced left Jeg and 
side, ‘ 
Beeause the ball in relation to the 
welght, speed, and momentum of the 
club offers little more resistance than 
a pieee of cottonwool, the player has 
to find. something to hit against. In 
his case the fulcrum is the left side 
from the foot upwards. 

A flabby left side means a flabby, 
ruined shot. Hines’s pligcon-tocd 
stance is typical of Cotton’s address, 
In the. case of the American player 
the stance. is adopted to restrict the 
body turn, too much of which he re- 
gards as highly dangerous. 

The backward swing of the hands 
is also curtailed; the point reached 
being slightly higher than the 
shoulders, .

The Slovak Premier, Dr, Tiso, 
issued the following proclama- 
tion to the Slovak people to-day 
in conjunction with the declara- 
tion of independence, , 


“Slovaks! At this extremely grave 
moment, we, the authorised represen- 
tatives of the Slovnk people, address 
ourselves to you, and to all the 
peoples of the world who are free, 
and thus appreciate this value of 
national liberty. 

“Byents have transpired during 
the past few days on the soil of our 
homeland under presstre of armed 
Czech power which violate the most 
natural inws of humanity and 
nations. . The object In all of this was 
to deprive our people of that which 
they hnd gained at great sacrifice, 
The intention was to place us again 
under a yoko that would! not be 
Nphter than the ane we formerly 
bore. : : 

ALL IN VAIN 


“We did everything In our power 
to achieve a solution which would 
be acceptable to us and to the Czech 
people. We were willing to deprive 
ourselves of many things to which we 
had oa legitimate right, in order to 
come to an understanding with the

“The political representatives of 
the Czech people belleved that 
through varlouy mensures they, could 
force us to cnpltulate, The Presid- 
ent of the Republic dismissed in an 
unconstitutional manner the Slovak 
national Government on the night of 
March 9. This act is intolerable, 
both from the political and legal 
viewpoint, because the Slovalc Dict 


voted Ity confidence in the Natlonal}: 


Government on February 23, Nor do 
parngraphs in the Constitution deal- 
ing with the autonomy of Slovakin 
alive the President the right to dis- 
miss the Slovak National Govern- 
ment on the basis of a one-sided 
decision, and to nppolnt a new body. 


AUTONOMY ABOLISHED: 


“The autonomy of Slovalsia which 
was promised to us a long time ago, 
and finally. granted Low Inst 
autumn, has been abolished. Through 
this act, however, relations between 
the Slovak and ‘Czech peoples lost
